SIR, 


Have given the Council of State an account of our ſeveral 
Proceedings, ſince the time that by their Commands we left 
Londin; and having had nothing which'T thought worthy 


your knowledge, I haverefrained hitherto from giving you - 


that trouble ; but now think it my duty to acquaint you how the 


good Hand of Providence hath lately appeared in an Engagement , 


berwixt your Forces and the Enemy. | 
Upon-the Lords day laſt, the two Regiments of Foet which 


marched from Londoy, with the Horſe under the Command of 


Col. Swallow, and Major Crerd (being in all Nineteen Troops) 
united at Drajren in the County of Sa/ep. But by reafon of the

weak condition of the Gariſon of Stafford (the ſafety whereof 
] judged very conſiderable) 1 ſent back the Militia Troop under 
the command of Capt. Backh.x/« thither ; Alſo, to the afliſtance 
of your Friends in Derbifbire the Militia Troop of that County, 
and Capt. Sabbertons; and with the reſt I marched to Namprwich 
in Cheſhire on Monday laſt, where we ftaid rwo days, till four 
Companies of Col. Bi/cees Regiment, and one Troop of my Regi- 
ment came up to us, and three Troops- more- of Col. Lilburn, 
and two ( ompanies of Col. ,4/fie/as, were advanced as far as-

Upon Thurſday morning, alchough it proved very unſeafon: 
able for Rain, yer judging your ſervice required expedition, and: 
finding a great reſoJutio: intlie Solliery to encounter all difficul- 
ties, according to. former reſohution upon iuil debate with the- 
Superior. Offers, .re2ing upon the Providence of God, we ads 
yanced t6wards Chefter, and being marched about five nies, 
we had certain igtelligencg, that the enemy, with abont four or 
five thanfand horfe.and foot, were marched cowards XN »b wich, 
whict"cavſed us to alter our refolutions, and ro march aretly; 
toward the Forelt of De /a More, over which they were- to paſs; 
and being arived thitber, we. liad notice that -chey were about . 
three miles befere us... 7 | 
Your Forces marched with that cheerfulneſs, that had wehad 
day erough, we ſhould in all probability have ingaged them 
before they had reached No-thwich, but doe what we could, we 
only gained a view of their PRES the duske of the Eve- 
ming, 2nd, took three or four pxiſqners,, That night they quar- 
nord N':;7t1hwick, and weat a ſmall Village called #eeverham , 
from whence the next morving we- advanced very early towards 
them,and before we had marcl''t a mile we diſcover- d them buth 
Horſe and Foot, half a mile on this ſide No-thwich, drawing a- 
moneptt he tnctoſures, where it. was impoſlible for Horſe to doe: 
ſervige, and.not without Cifficulty for the Foot to break through. 
We preſently engaged chem, and after a ſhort diſpute they quitced 
their grounds, and retreated from hedge to hedge, yet in that 
ord;rasthey ſuffered very little damage, it being impoſiible for 
cur. horſe to fall 4 amongſt them, and ar Jerigth came to 37/jnirg-

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rox-bridge, behind which they recreated, withqutanyather loſs 
thari char, of Reputation, and diſcauragement in. meeting with 
choſe whom. ehey found of equal courage, but engagedin .aberrer 
Cauſe. Their next cadevour was co ſecure that Bridoe vbick'they 
had good reaſon. to hope for, conſidering the Advantages they 
had, both in regard the River was unfordable,the Bridge narrow, 
flanker'd with a ſtrang ditch on the Farr.end , and a high Hill, 
up which no-Horſe could paſs qtherwiſe than along the ide ina 
narrow path. But the Forces having their former courage en- 
greaſed by ſeeing the preſence of God with them, fell on as if 
they had been upon equall Terms, and after a ſhort diſpute, the 
Enemy having ſpent two or.three good volleys, cur men ſtill ad- 
Yancing upon them, they quit cheir ſtation, and: gave way for 
both horſe and foot ro march over. Our horſe, whiclr hitherto 
had been uſcleſs to us, advanced over t Bridge, together with 
ſome Foot, The horſe made towards a party of theirs, which 
T judged was of their choiceſt, and came to ſecure the Retreat of 
theit Foot, and the Foot ſcrambling up the Hill after their Re- 
treating Calours, our Horſe charged, but by reaſon of the 
narrowneſs of the way, in ſmall- parties To ſpeak. truth, that 
of the Hqrſe was performed on both ſides like Engliſhmen, bur 
Qurs got the better, and the Enemy tur ned their backs. We had 
the purſuit of them above a quarter of a mile, where they :gain 
made Head, but. were routed, and thereupon their Horſe and 
Foot flzd on. all kands,and our work was only to-give them Chaſe. 
Moſt of their Foot: got into. Incloſares, and eſcaped, our wearied 
Foot not ableto overtake them, nor poſlible for the Horſe to get 
tothem. Their Horſe divided, ſome towards Cheer, and ſome 
towards #/arrington; we had the purſuit as far as Frodſham and 
Waerringten Where they could-proceed: no further ,, the latter 
being gartifond with four Companies of Foot and a Troop of 
Horle. | 

The Enemy hid left this while in Norehwich two Companies of 
Foqr., and two Troops of Horſe , which: when 1 underſtood, 1 
ſent the- Adjutant. General, with Capt Evan/cn's Troop, and a 


Troop of Dragoons, who advancing up to' the.bridge and firing. 
upon them, the Enemy drew off in good order, but not beingable 
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- £6 make their retreat, was routed and purſued within twd or three _ * 


miles of 3enchefer. And though T cannot fay your Victory was 
tin reſpe& of priſoners or men flain, yet I judge ir a toral 
out, or which by the providence of God nay be improved to. 
ſo much. - Icannothear thar we have above one man (lain. oue- 
right, and not above thre? dangeroufly wourided : Of the Enemy 
not above thirty (11in ; of priſoners [ have no full account as yet, 
but I ſuppoſe about three hundred, whereof moſt Horſmen, and. 
ſom? Field Officers of quality : I ſhall upon betrer:information 
give you ar! account thereof. The Enemy reported themſelves 
to be above Four thouſand,” but ts our view there never appeared 
above Two. The ſervice done by the Foet, was chieſly perform'd. 
by Co!, Hewſ/on's Regiment, The ſame day we march'd with the 
Foot back-to Northwich, where upon conſideration of your affairs] 
we have determiaed to divide your Forces ,' Col, Afafield with his 
four Companies, Lieut. Col. Duckz»ficld ( who Thewed himſelf a 
worthy Servant this day co you and his country.) with part of 
Col Hew/on's Regiment, anda convenient number of Horſe, to 
march for Lencaſhire, where , if there be any Root left for re- 
newing this Rebellion. I judge ir lies. T have likewiſe writ to 
Col. Lilburn who 1s with ſome Horſe and Foot about. wakefield, 
to unite with them if they ſee cauſe. The other parc of your Forces 
I intend to march towards {"heſter , having received this day 
a Meſſage from Col. Crexton, Governor of the Caftle, by one of 
his Soldiers who fwam the river and came to.me, That he cannot 
for want of 'Vicuals hold out longer. I have likewiſe ordered 
Col 7erom Z anhey with the Triſh Forces, who by common fame 
T hear is landed at Branwerry, to advance with all ſpeed towards 
Sbrewsbury, and to expett farther Orders there in profecution 
of the reducement of Cheſter, *(-which if your occaſions may not 
require them elſwhere, I defire you will pleaſe to. confirm,) The 
Enemie left there four Companiesof Foot, a Troop of Horſe, be- 
fides what eſcap'd thither from che Fight: neer Northwich, and 
what that diſaffeRed City will afford in Townfmen, S 
I ſhall-here take che boldneſs to repreſent to you the great ne- 
ceſiitie of the Soldiers by want of Pay, we being to iſſu# that 
ſmall portion we had after the rateof ſix pence a day, and alread 


well nigh ſpent,- ſo as Shoos, Stockings; and other Neceffaries is 
their long and dirty marches cannot be provided for. Your 
- former care in this aſſures me I need ſay no more, andtherefore 
ſhall break off this-diſcourſe, wherein (may be 1 have mentioned 
-many particulars not worthy your nowce,” and thall beg of God 
that he will dire& your Counſels to ſuch things, as may be for his 
clory, and ſuitable to theſe great mercies beſtowed upon you ; 
Aſſuring yeu, that what may further concern your ſervice in theſe 


-parts. ſhall be diligently performed
